CHICAGO, April 20.—Moe Rosen- 
berg, friend of Gov. Horner, po- 
litical ally of the late Mayor Cer- 
mak and Democratic boss of Chi- 
caco’s West Side, was indicted by 
a Federal Grand Jury yesterday on 
a charge of evading income taxes. 
He is accused of failure to pay 
$65,000 for 1929 and 1930. 

The indictment was returned be- 
fore United States District Judge 
ames H. Wilkerson after United 
Rtates Attorney Dwight Green—the 
man who successfully prosecuted 
“Scarface” Al Capone on a similar 
charge—presented evidence to the 
Grand Jury for two. days. 

Two felony counts, each carrying 
a maximum penalty of five years 
in prison and a $10,000 fine on con- 
viction, charge evasion of $54,847 in 
taxes for 1929 and $9470 for 1930.

Rosenberg’s Record; Confessed Ar- 

sonist and Former Convict. 

In 1913 Rosenberg was indicted 
for arson, confessed his guilt in 
court and served as a witness for 
the State against others, who were 
convicted. The other defendants 
were men to whom he supplied the 
firebug. A large quantity of gaso- 
line in cans was used to start the 
fire and Rosehberg’s own testi- 

ony disclosed that he helped carry 
the gasoline into the building sev- 
eral hours before the fire. At that 
time Rosenberg: was a_ saloon 
keeper and the professional firebug 
in the case, Ben Fink, alias Ben- 
jamin Franklin, was his bartender. 

He received $500 for making the 
fire, and he gave his bartender, the 
“torch,” $35. 

Rosenberg and two other men 
were indicted in Chicago in 1915, 
charged with conspiracy, based on 
thefts from interstate shipments. 
He-was convicted by a jury,in Fed- 
eral Court April 29, 1915, and sen- 
tenced to 20 months in Leaven- 
worth penitentiary. The sentence 
was started April 28, 1915. e was 
paroled after serving seven months.

Locomotive Showered by Gas- 
oline When It Hits Oil Truck, 
Killing Driver.

POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., April- 20. 
—Sticking: ‘to his throttle in the 
midst of gasoline flames, Engi- 
neer Charles Ledbetter of Lit- 
tle Rock, Ark., brought the Texan, 
Missouri Pacific train, to a stop to- 
day and then, severely burned, 
stepped down from his cab. The 
passengers were unharmed. 

The locomotive struck an _ oil 
truck, near Moark, Mo., at 7 a. m. 
today, killing the driver and throw- 
ing gasoline over the locomotive. 
Fireman E. E. Hurt of Little Rock 
was killed when he leaped from the 
flaming cab. The engineer stopped 
his train about three-quarters of a 
mile from the scene of the crash. 

The Texan was traveling fast in 
an endeavor to make up lost time, 
when it struck the truck, which 
was driven by Kip Nelson of Corn- 
ing, Ark. 


hot locomotive, which sped on down 
the track, blazing. 

A relief train was sent to Moark 
for Leadbetter, the dead and the 
stalled train. 

The Texan, bound for St. Louis 
from Texas, was due here at 7 a. m. 
The relief train came back with 
the coaches of the Texan, while the 
injured engineer and the body of 
the fireman were placed aboard a 
train bound for Little Rock. The 
engineer will be taken to the Mis- 
souri Pacific Hospital there. 
Conductor N. E. Brinele of Little 
Rock, ‘said he witnessed the crash 
from the steps of a coach. He said 
the front end of the locomotive was 
enveloped with flames as it collided 
with the truck. 

Imodean Johnson, 8-year-old Mo- 
ark girl, who was standing near the 
place where the accident occurred, 
was slightly injured by a piece of 
flying wood. 

Four cars of the train were 
scorched by the gasoline flames. 
The oil truck was carrying 1500 gal- 
lons of the fuel when it was struck. 
‘Ollie Householder and his broth- 
er, Frank, who were unloading coal 
from a freight car on a side track 
about 60 feet from where the crash 
occurred, suffered severe burns.

U.S. JUDGE GALLS HALT

Stops Cross-Examination of 
Widow — Takes Residence 
Case Under Advisement.

A hearing to determine if Mrs. 
Grace Carolyn Thomasson, young 
widow of Hugh W. Thomasson, is 
a bona fide resident of Arkansas 
and thereby entitled to sue for his 
St. Louis real estate in Federal 
Court ended shortly before noon 
today when Federal Judge Davis 
halted cross-examination of Mrs. 
Thomasson and took the case under 
advisement. 

Patrick H. Cullen, attorney_for a

Various Places of Residence. 

‘She told of various places of resi- 
dence for herself and Thomasson 
in the past year. Last summer he 
was in Yellowstone Park, Wyom- 
ing, with a physician, she said, and 
returned to St. Louis last fall. Dur- 
ing the same time, Mrs. Thomasson 
testified, she was at the deathbed 
of her foster mother in Pennsylva- 
nia and in a hospital in Pittsburgh 
for an appendicitis operation later.

Throop’s unusually frank state- 
ment was written as Assistant At- 
torney-General J. J. Neiger and 
State’s Attorney Zerweck of St. 
Clair County prepared to begin 
presentation of the graft case to- 
morrow to the grand jury. In his 
confession last week Throop impli- 
cated in frauds with himself two 
county officials, two former county 
officials, the auditor of an East 
Side packing firm, an East St. 
Louis lawyer, and an East Side con- 
tractor. 

Hopes to Change Conditions. 

“This case, I can see, is an un- 
usual one from your viewpoint,” 
the 56-year-old former board chair- 
man and Boy Scout executive 
wrote, “and I feel you hope to 
clear away conditions which are 
eating away the foundations of our 
Government. I sincerely hope this 
can be done before the entire struc- 
ture is wrecked. 

“Tt is wonderful to have received 
the kindly expressions from nity 
old friends and neighbors, and those 
boys (of the Boy Scouts). 

“I bitterly regret that I allowed 
myself to become entangled as I 
did. That bitterness is not  be- 
cause I have been exposed.

7,198,964 shares, the largest since 
May 5, 1930, when 8,279,200 shares 
changed hands. Heavy profit-tak- 
ing hit both stocks and wheat after 
extreme respective gains of $1 to 
$9 a share and moer than 3 cents 
a bushel, but fresh purchasing or- 
ders. poured in to maintain. prices 
well above Wednesday’s close. 

Not until nearly 1:30 o'clock, 
when the market was reacting, did 
the stock ticker catch up with 
transactions on the exchange floor. 
Activity in the morning and into 
the early afternoon was the largest 
in several years. 

When the market showed signs 
of lagging in the last hour utility 
issues were brought forward as 
fresh leaders and their upward 
rush pulled the whole list back, 
though generally speaking indus- 
trials, which piloted'the early spec- 
tacular upsurge, finished under 
their highs. The market average 
climbed into new high ground for 
the year. 

Utility shares were moving 
swiftly higher at the close, making 
nearly all their gains in a wild up- 
surge during the last half hour.

NEW YORK, April 20.—The em- 
barking upon a managed currency 
program by the United States was 
an unprecedented step for a major 
ccuntry.

But the Unit- 
ed States, with its huge supply of 
gold now under Government con- 
trol, and its favorable balance of 
trade, was in a position, according 
to financial authorities, to keep its 
currency close to its gold parity 
had it desired 

The suspension of the gold stand- 
ard was undertaken dc¢-.berately to 
decrease the purchasing power of 
the dollar, in an effort to increase 
prices and to bring the economic 
structure back into a working bal- 
ance. | 

The gold standard, as commonly 
defined, provides a measure of value 
in terms of gold, through redemp- 
tion of currency in fixed amounts 
of gold upon dema-d, in the case 
of our currency, in 23.22. grains of 
fine gold to the dollar. . 

World’s Measure of Value. 

Thus, the gold standard in this 
country had not been in full opera- 
tion since the banking holiday in 
March, when redemption of paper 
money was halted, but the Treas- 
ury had licensed a few gold exports 
for foreign exchange transactions, 
tending to support the dollar close 
to gold parity. The definite em- 
bargo now placed on exports clari- 
fies the situation. 

Gold’s chief importance in. the 
financial world has been in settling 
international balances, for it is the 
only international measure of value. 
With gold exports checked, the dol- 
lar must find its own level iu rela- 
tion to other currencies, on a de- 
mand and supply basis, subject to 
the control of dealings by the New 
York Federal Reserve Bank, which 


ing holiday. 

With the United States a creditor 
nation, and enjoying favorable bal- 
ance of trade, foreign exchange 
experts explain that under normal 
conditions, the dollar left to find 
its own level on a demand and sup- 
ply basis would naturally be ex- 
pected to advance rather than to 
decline. The favorable balance of 
payments to this country have re- 
sulted in a huge increase in its 
store of gold in the past decade. 

But the belief that the United 
States.might seek to extricate it- 
self from its economic morass 
through reducing the purchasing 
power of the dollar has been suf-. 
ficient to prompt selling of dollars 
by foreigners with balances in New 
York, and the purchase of other 
currencies, as well as selling of dol- 
lars by foreign exchange specu- 
lators. 

Pressure Against Dollar. 

Tt is this abnormal pressure 
against the dollar, exchange ex- 
perts explain, which has decreased 
its level in relation to other cur- 
rencies. How far such pressure 
may reduce the level of the dollar 
is regarded in Wall street as high- 
ly problematical, and dependent 
largely upen inflationary steps tak- 
en in Washington. 

Inflation has become such a con- 
tentious ‘word that a number of fi- 
nancial authorities have sought to 
substitute other words for it, such 
as “anti-deflation.” Inflation is com- 
monly defined as an increase in the 
circulating medium, meaning cither 
currency or bank credit in the form 
of checks, or both, with a conse- 
quent rise in prices. 

Inflation may. be accomplished 
through either credit or currency 
expansion. It may be accomplished 
through heavy expansion of bank 
credit, as in the recent boom years, 
or through depreciation of the cur- 
rency, through deliberate reduction 
in the gold content, an increase in 
the volume of currency with conse-

It was planned to have both ap- 
pointees take charge of their new 
duties today. However, they were 
not sure they wolud be ready. The 
salary of each will be $6000 a year, 
less the voluntary 10 per cent re- 
duction all officials are asked to 
accept. 

Mayor Dickmann met with the 
committee of physicians until near- 
ly midnight at the library of De 
Paul Hospital. This group was 
formed and headed by Dr. R. Em- 
met Kane, who made campaign 
speeches for Dickmann.

We recognize the necessity 
of keeping up political organiza- 
tions, but we agree with you that 
only voluntary contributions should 
be made and that no form of open 
or subtle compulsion should be +xp- 
plied to city employes.” 

Politics Not Considered. 

Only professional qualifications 
were considered by the committee 
in making its recommendations, and 
it said it was not biased by polit- 
ical, professional - or -institutional 
affiliations of the appointees. The 
report also declared: 


“We recognize many urgent needs 
for the health and hospital depart- 
ments of our city and we place our 
services unreservedly at your. dis- 
posal whenever you desire to use 
them. It is ‘universally acknowl- 
edged that most of our. institutions 
for the sick and infirm are over- 
crowded and that the presént hos- 
pital for Negroes is a disgrace. We 
rejoice that you have recognized 
this situation and that you have 
determined to do everything in your 
power to see that it is remedied. 
We pledge to you our aid in arous- 
ing public interest in these prob- 
lems, to the end that funds may be 
Provided for their relief.”

Before the St. Louisans arrived 
Senator Kinney of St. Louis and 
Senator McDowell of Charleston 
were in conference with the Gov- 
ernor regarding Senate Bill No. 
170, which would transfer the cost 
of operating State hospitals to the 
general fund. The Senators left 
confident that the bill would be 
vetoed. 

Lashly and Weisenburger had 
written the Governor outlining the 
objections of St. Louis to the two 
measures dealing with institutions 
for the insane. Telegrams of pro- 
test had been sent to Senators Kin- 
ney and Donnelly by Richard S. 
Hawes, president of the St. Louis 
Clearing House Association, and 
other bankers. 

In his letter to the Governor, 
Lashly pointed out St. Louis spent 
$26 a month for each patient at 
City Sanitarium, while the State 
has collected from the counties only 
$18 a month for patients sent to 
State hospitals. 

Recognizing that inequality, 
Lashly -wrote, the 1931 Legislature 
enacted a law, which was to have 
become effective this July; under 
which the State would contribute 
$8 a month for the care of patients 
in the City Sanitarium. 

“This was passed also as a pallia-

Legislature,” Lashly wrote, “it being 
well understood that the tax pay- 
ers of St. Louis. would have to 
shoulder that burden. Now, when 
the. time is almost here for St.

The text of the resolution, which 
praises the press for disclosing the 
situation, follows: 

“Whereas, during the past few 
days the newspapers have carried 
stories concerning alleged instances 
of the payment of graft to public 
officials and others operating with 
them in connection with the reduc- 
tion of tax assessments, and where- 
as, from the information disclosed 
in said newspaper articles, there 
appears to be reasonable grounds 
for believing that an investigation 
of these matters would be far- 
reaching and that, therefore, pow- 
erful influences will be at work 
seeking to prevent any successful 
investigation and prosecution; 

“And whereas it is due to all 
honest public officials that their 
conduct of their respective offices 
shall not be tainted with suspicion 
and it is due to the public as a 
matter of public welfare that any 


fraud in public office shall ‘be 
fully investigated and vigorously 
prosecuted, 

“Therefore, be it resolved by the 
St. Clair County Taxpayers’ 
League that we commend the 
newspapers which have assisted in 
disclosing these matters, and com- 
mend the action of the Governor, 
Attorney-General and State’s At- 
torney in commencing promptly 
an investigation thereof, and we re- 
quest and urge upon the Governor 
and the Attorney-General of Illinois 
that they shall use the full power 
of their offices to assist the State’s 
Attorney of St. Clair County in the 
fullest investigation of these al- 
leged tax frauds and the prosecu- 
tion of all, who have violated the 
law in connection therewith.” 

The resolutior. was adopted with- 
out comment. Copies will be sent 
to the Governor and the Attorney- 
General. The 75 members of the 
League attending the meeting voted 
to postpone for 10 days a resolu- 
tion calling on the Legislature to 
abolish the County Board of Re- 
view and Board of Assessors. The 
postponement was. taken to allow 
the League to decide on a  sub- 
stitute for these boards. St. Clair 
County alone of the 102 counties 
in the State has boards of assess- 
ors and review.

John C. Pritchard, the other offi- 
cial indicted in the Ryckoff case, 
retired yesterday as Director of 
Public Utilities. He has remained 


ever, as Mayor Dickmann directed 
that retiring officials be kept on 
the payroll until May 1. Wall and 
the other new officials will not go 
on the payroll until then. 

Heath’s resignation was effec- 
tive immediately. He laid it on 
Wall’s desk and departed. 

An engineering firm engaged by 
the city to check the work of A. M. 
Ryckoff under a contract for elec- 
tric street lights, following a sur- 
vey by engineers employed by the 
Post-Dispatch, showed the city had 
been overcharged $157,064 for re- 
placing paving after installing 
lights and wires. 

Ryckoff, Pritchard and Heath 
were indicted on a charge of ob- 
taining this amount by false pre- 
tenses. Ryckoff died, whereupon 
the charges against Pritchard and 
Heath, who had been suspended 
from office, were dismissed, and 
they were reinstated in their jobs 
by former Mayor Miller. 

Ralf Toensfeldt, who preceded 
Heath as chief electrical engineer, 
will be reappointed, as requested 
by Mayor Dickmann. Wall said 
Toensfeldt was winding up private 
business and would take office 
about May 1. The position has paid 
$3600 a year, less the 10 per cent 
reduction of city salaries for econ- 
omy. 

Miller, who promoted Wall from 
Water Commissioner to Director of 
Public Utilities in 1925, ousted Wall 
the following year. Heath was a 
witness against Wall in the trial 
conducted by Miller. Wall had re- 
fused to discharge Toensfeldt and 
give Heath the chief engineer’s job, 
as desired by Miller. This led to 
Wall’s dismissal. 

Pritchard eventually was made 
Director of Public Utilities and at 
Miller’s direction Heath got Toens- 
feldt’s place.

Mayor Tells Women They 
Won’t Be Overlooked in 
Appointments, in Address 
at Elks’ Club. - 


Prospects for city jobs, the char- 
acter of appointees to municipal of- 
fices and the likelihood that wom- 


en will receive some positions at 
City Hall were discussed by Mayor 
Dickmann yesterday in his first ad- 
dress following his inauguration 
Tuesday. 

He spoke before more than 400 
women at luncheon at the Elks’ 
Club. It was a victory celebration 
of the women who took an active 
part in Dickmann’s campaign un- 
der the leadership of Mrs. Nat S. 
Brown. He was applauded hearted- 
ly as he entered the dining room. 

“You've got me a little nervous,” 
the Mayor began. “You know, I’m 
the firet bachelor Mayor in about 
52 years. Here you start me on my 
first speech after I’m in office, ad- 
dressing a lot of sweet ladies.” 

In the audience were Mayor 
Dickmann’s sisters, Miss Mayme 
Dickmann and his twin, Mrs. Anna 


Curry. 

“St. Louis has come back into its 
own,” the Mayor continued. “The 
new deal started yesterday and 
we're not going to stop until we 
finish it. We have been very in- 
dependent as to the character, 
quality and reputation of those ap- 
pointed to the six major positions 
in the Government. We have gone 
over their records with a fine-tooth 
comb and are going to do the same 
for every other appointment, be- 
cause we have the obligation to 
serve the citizens honestly, con- 
scientiously and fearlessly. 

“IT am the Mayor of St. Louis”— 
cheers—“and am going to be May- 
or for the next four years. Wheth- 
er I succeed myself in office or 
not, I know I have to continue to 
live in St. Louis. My conduct in 
office is going to tell whether you 
approve or disapprove me after 
four years. 

Hopes to Balance Budget. 

“From all indications, for the 
first time in many years we are 
going to balance the budget. 

“I challenge anyone to pick a 
finer group of loyal men than I 
have surrounded myself with. Can- 
didates ran on the Democratic or 
the Republican ticket, but, as I 
stated in the campaign, the day 
after the election we are all citi- 
zens. Business has really got into 
politics since the election.

The form of inflation most widely 
feared is the issue of fiat money,

Successful steps taken by the Fed- 
eral Government to reduce its ex- 
penditures, according to some lead 
ing banking authorities, has offered 
assurance that the United States is 
not on the road to “greenback” in- 
flation.

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Rights to $657,000 Put 
by for Taxes, Which Was 
Seized for Debt. 


Charles M. Hay, who is to be 
Mayor Dickmann’s City Counselor, 
said today he would make an in- 
vestigation to determine whether 


the city had any prior claim, be- 
cause of its unpaid tax bill, on the 
bank deposits of the Public Service 
Co., which were seized last week 
by banks holding the company's 
notes for $10,000,000. ; 

As has been told, the seizure of 
the bank deposits, following de 
mand for payment of the $10,- 
000,000 loan, threw the company in- 
to receivership. The tax bill, for 
city, State and county levies, was 
$657,080. It was due Dec. 31, but 
the company asserted it was ex- 
cessive, tendered only partial pay- 
ment, which was rejected, and 
ffled suits for review of the assess- 
ment. 

The company had been maintain- 
ing balances sufficient to pay its 
taxes, keeping the greater part of 
its funds in the three St. Louis 
banks participating, with four in 
New York and one in Philadelphia, 
in the loan. 

Settlement Near, Nolte Says. 

The city’s part of the tax bill is 
$552,260 divided as follows: For 
municipal purposes, $350,705; for 
school purposes, $171,322; for State 
purposes, $30,233. Comptroller Nolte 
said he understood there was pros- 
pect of early settlement of the 
dispute with the company which 
would have meant immediate pay- 
ment of the taxes, so greatly need- 
ed by the city. The calling of the 
bank loan meant that the banks, 
and not the city, got the money. 

The view of the bankers is that 
the money on deposit, being in gen- 
eral accounts and not designated for 
any particular purpose, was proper- 
ly applicable to payment on the de- 
mand notes they held. They deny 
that the size of the balances had 
anything to do with the calling of 
the loan. As the company had paid 
its interest regularly, two of the St. 
Louis banks, opposed calling the 
loan. When the third one insisted, 
the others joined in the demand for 
payment, in their own protection. 

Banker’s Statement. 

President W. L. Hemingway of 
the Mercantile-Commerce Bank & 
Trust Co., said the amount of the 
company’s deposit in that bank did 
not influence the bank's decision to 
call its part of the loan. The depos- 
it, he said, was about the normal 
balance the company had been ac- 
customed to carry there. 

The tax bill, Hay said, was a prior 
lien against the property and no 
doubt would be paid eventually. . 

History of $10,000,000 Loan. 

The $10,000,000 bank loan, as has 
been told, was arranged in connec- 
tion with the purchase of the street 
railway system by the group which 
later became the Public Service Co. 
The first $4,100,000 was borrowed 
by the members of the Reorganiza- 
tion Committee, of which the chair- 
man was F. O. Watts, chairman of 
the board of the First National 
Bank. Later this debt was taken 
over by the company and consoli- 
dated with other borrowing, mak- 
ing a total of $10,000,000 for which 
the company has deposited $16,625.,- 
000 par value of the United Rail- 
ways first mortgage bonds as se- 
curity. 

Receiver Henry W. Kiel said to- 
day the removal from the payroll 
of some of the higher salaried of- 
ficers and employes of the Public 
Service Co. would result in a sav- 
ing of $80,403 a year. Among the 
salaries to be saved are those of 
President Stanley Clarke and Vice- 
President S. W. Greenland, each 
about $25,000 a year. The disniis- 
sal of these employes will be effec- 
tive May 1, Kiel said. 

There is a possibility that some 
of these corporate officers and em- 
ployes will be retained by the re- 
ceiver at compensation to be fixed 
by him, with the approval of Fed- 
eral Judge Davis. 

President Clarke, however, will 
not be employed by the receiver, 
Kiel said. Clarke will remain pres- 
ident of the corporation, an office 
to which he was elected by the di- 
rectors. 

It was learned today that consid- 
eration is being given to keeping 
Greenland as manager for the re- 
ceived provided he is willing to ac- 
cept a reduction of salary to some- 
thing less than $15,000.

Committee, by Party Vote, 
Decides to Report Meas- 
ure for Tennessee Valley 
Development.

WASHINGTON, April 20.—Presi- 
det Roosevelt’s program for de- 
velopment of the Tennessee River 
Valley, its scope limited to meet 
Republican objections, is ready for 
introduction in the House where 
it will be pressed for passage Sat- 
urday. 

The Military Committee last 
night gave its approval to the bill 


that would create a Tennessee Val-| 


ley authority to operate the Muscle 
Shoals power and nitrate plant, 
and build the Cove Creek dam 
on the Clinch River in Tennessee. 

The main limitations written in- 
to the bill require the Government 
corporation first to try to lease, 
purchase or condemn existing elec- 
tric transmission lines before 
building its own as originally pro- 
posed; to lease the Shoals nitrate 
plants and operate them only if 
the leasing fails after 18 months. 
and require either the corporation 
or the lessee to produce 10,000 tons 
of nitrogenous plant food for the 
first three years. 

A limitation al-> was inserted on 
the construction of new dams on 
the Tennessee River other than 
those at Cove Creek and Dam No. 
3 at Muscle Shoals, based on mar- 
ket demand for power. 

The bill, which was approved by 
the committee in a 15-to-6 party 
vote, would appropriate $10,000,000 
to start the project, and author- 
izes the corporation to sell $50, 
000,000 worth of bonds. All Repub-

salaries and other services connect- 
ed with the extension of corporate 
franchises, expansion of its busi- 
ness, or other matters. I am, there- 
fore, not asserting that the persons 
above adverted to were not per- 
forming useful and necessary ser- 
vices for the corporation. My point 
simply is, that, so far as my opera- 
tions as receiver are concerned, I 
did not need them and, therefore, 
let them go.” 

Leave to intervene in the receiv- 
ership case was sought yesterday 
by Attorneys Everett Hullverson 
and Staunton Boudreau, represent- 
ing four clients with personal in- 
jury claims against the company. 
They wished to file an intervening 
petition in which they asked that 
claims of this class be made pre- 
ferred. They charged also that 
the company’s officers acted in col- 
lusion with the banks in calling the

EL PASO, Tex., April 20.—Wil- 
liam Jefferson Meers, United States 
youth once sentenced to death for 
killing a Juarez waijter, was eéx- 
changed at the International Bridge 
here today for a Mexican serving 
a life sentence in Texas for another 


killing. 

Pardoned by the Governor of 
Chihuahua in accordance with the 
exchange agreement, Meers was 
brought here by automobile from 
Chihuahua City. Mexican officials 
took him at 3:20 a. m. to the middle 
of the bridge, where the party was 
met by Sheriff Chris P. Fox of El 
Paso County, the Mexican prisoner, 
Jose Carrasco, and Meers’ wife and 
mother. Meers and Carrasco shook 
hands and then returned to their 
own countries. 

Carrasco had been in the El Paso 
County Jail since last July. He 
was brought here by two Texas 
Rangers and his pardon was signed 
by Ross S. Sterling, former Gover- 
nor of Texas. 

The Killing of Waiter. 

A mistake growing out of his 
desire to avenge the murder of his 
father led Meers to shoot a waiter, 
Antonio Visconte, in a Juarez sa- 
loon July 18, 1930. 

His father, W. H. Meers, was slain 
in a fight between five Mexican 
bandits and special officers guard- 
ing an $18,000 payroll in El Paso 
in March, 1924. In that affray a 
bystander also was killed and sev- 
eral persons were wounded. Three 
of the bandits were captured. 

Young Meers vowed to ascertain 
the identity of his father’s slayer. 
By haunting border resorts and 
questioning Mexicans he thought 
might know, he finally learned that 
a desperado, Manuel Villareal, was 
responsible. But Villareal was hid- 
ing most of the time from Mexican 
authorities who wanted him for 
various crimes. 

Finally a practical joker told 
Meers that his father’s slayer was 
a waiter in the saloon where he 
and a friend were drinking. Call- 
ing the man over to the table, 
Meers drew an automatic pistol and 
shot him six times at close range. 
Then Meers was informed he had 
killed the wrong man. 

Sentenced to Death. 

Meers, 21 years old then, was ar- 
rested and held in Juarez jail for 
months. Later he was sentenced to 
death by a Chihuahua Judge and 
was transferred to the Chihuahua 
state penitentiary near Chihuahua 
City. 

Meers was sentenced to death the 
day an Oklahoma officer was ac- 
quitted of slaying Emilio Cortes 
Rubio, relative of former President 
Ortiz Rubio of Mexico. 

Young Cortes Rubio and his stu- 
dent comrade, Manuel Garcia Go- 
mez, were shot to death in June of 
1931, when Deputy Sheriffs stopped 
them on an Ardmore street while 
they were driving to their Mexican 
homes, after completing the school 
year at American colleges. 

Both the Deputy Sheriffs, Bill 
Guess, who took responsibility for 
the actual shooting, and Cecil Cros- 
by, were later cleared of all charges. 
The officers contended the youths 
leveled pistols at them. The boys, 
a third traveler said, thought they 
were being held up. 

Friends of Meers in El Paso, 
where he had worked as a railway 
clerk, had been trying to help him, 
but little could be done. After a 
time the idea was conceived of ex- 
changing Meers for the Mexican 
prisoner, Carrasco. 

Carrasco had been tried and con- 
victed of murder for the El Paso 
payroll holdup shooting. He was 
sentenced to death by a jury that 
deliberated 12 minutes. The case 
was appealed and his sentence 
changed to life imprisonment. 

Through an agreement with 
Texas authorities, the trade was ar- 
ranged and Carrasco was trans- 
ferred to the El Paso county jail, 
but changes in the Chihuahua ad- 
ministration and other influences 
delayed culmination of the plan. 

Meanwhile, Mexican authorities 
had been induced to reduce Meers’ 
sentence from death to 11 years’ 
imprisonment. Meers remained in 
the Chihuahua state penitentiary 
until yesterday, when Gov. Rodrigo 
Quevedo of Chihuahua signed his 
pardon. He immediately started 
for the border by automobile.

Income-Tax Receipts Drop; Few of 
Government Economies 
Yet in Effect. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 20.—The 
Federal deficit for the present fis- 
cal year is above the billion and a 
half mark. 

The Treasury statement for April 
18 showed today that on that date 
the Government had spent $1,503,- 
846,688 more since last July 1 than 
it had collected. Its income from 
all sources amounted to $1,598,325,- 
881 and its expenses $3,102,172,570. 
On April 17 the deficit was $1,494,- 
031,360. 

The statement showed a continued 
decline in income-tax receipts, with 
a total for the fiscal year of $576,- 
803,798, as compared with $863,841,- 
850 in the corresponding period a 
year ago. Miscellaneous internal 
revenue showed an increase, total- 
ing $637,365,778, as compared with 
$406,199,390 in the corresponding 
period of the 1932 fiscal year. 

Customs receipts returned only 
$200,249,109, as compared with 
$283,597,605 a year ago. 

Few of the economies provided 
by the administration have yet gone 
into effect or will have any oppor- 
tunity to make themselves felt dur- 
ing the present fiscal year. 


$460,000,000 VETERANS’ CUT 
BEFORE HOUSE COMMITTEE 


After Hearings on Proposed Re- 
ductions Measure is Expected 
to Reach House Next Week. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 20.—The 
reduction by the administration in 
veterans’ expenditures amounts to 
$460,000,000 according to estimates 
submitted to the House today by 
Budget Director Lewis W. Doug- 
las. 

The economies to be put into ef- 
fect July 1 would reduce from $966,- 
838,000 to $506,838,000 the expendi- 
tures for veterans as originally 
contemplated for the next fiscal 
year, before Congress gave Presi- 
dent Roosevelt authority to slash 
benefits to former service men. 
Estimates were submitted on the 
independent offices’ supply Dill, 
which was vetoed in the last Con- 
gress by former president Hoover. 
As passed then, the measure called 
for an outlay of $1,003,314,000. 

Hearings are to begin before the 
House Appropriations Committee 
late today in executive session. 
Representative Woodrum (Dem.), 
Virginia, chairman of a sub-com- 
mittee in charge of the bill, plans 
to have it ready for action by the 
House next week.

LONDON, April 20.—The chiefs 


of the Soviet Russian trade delega- 
tion to London were recalled to 
Moscow today “for consultation” 
and will start for home next Mon- 
day. : 

This action follows the convic- 
tion of five British engineers tried 
in Moscow on sabotage charges, 


and the imposition of an 80 per 
cent embargo against Russian im- 
portations into England, a measure 
resorted to by the Government in 
protest against the sabotage case. 

Asked if there was any question 
of the delegation not returning to 
London, a Soviet official said: “All 
I can say at present is that the 
delegation is going home to make 
a report—a not unusual thing from 
time to time.” 

While the negotiations between 
London and Moscow over the sa- 
botage case were going on, the Brit- 
ish Government called home its 
Russian Ambassador for personal 
discussions concerning it, and he 
has not since returned. 

British Firm About Embargo. 

The British Government is main- 
taining its firm policy in regard to 
the embargo pending a final So- 
viet decision as to whether the pris- 
on sentences of L. C. Thorriton and 
William L. MacDonald, two of the 
convicted engineers, are to be com- 
muted. 

The Foreign Office was without 
direct information from Moscow, 
but press reports indicated commu- 
tation was likely. 

In the highest quarters it was 
learned that if the sentences are 
communted, Britain will take steps 
to insure the continuation of An- 
glo-Russian trade either by rescind- 
ing the embargo proclamation or 
by a licensing system. 

It was officially stated that the 
embargo was not proclaimed in the 
face of a warning from Moscow 
that such action would make it 
more difficult for the Soviet Gov- 
ernment to commute the sentences 
of the engineers. 

The British received no intima- 
tion that Moscow would commute 
the sentences. The present situa- 
tion is that Britain will continue the 
firmest possible steps to protect 
British subjects in Russia and at 
the same time will take advantage 
of any opportunity to maintain 
trade relations. 

The National Joint Council, rep- 
resenting the Trades Union Con- 
gress, the Labor Party and the Par- 
liamentary Labor Party, is under- 
stood to have decided at a private 
meeting today to protest strongly to 
the British Government against the 
embargo. 

This protest, it was reported, is 
based on the theory that the em- 
bargo would have a most damaging 
effect on British industry and on 
the employment situation, and also 
on the contention that it is a vio- 
lation of the Kellogg peace pact.

House Committee Report 
on $500,000,000 Relief 
Bill States That Number 


Is Increasing. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 20.—Chair- 
man Steagall of the House Bank- 
ing Committee filed a formal report 
on the Lewis-Wagner $500,000,000 
relief bill .today which said that 
4,000,000 families were on the relief 
lists in the country and the num- 
ber was increasing. 

“In the first three years of this 
depression,” the report said, “ex- 
penditures throughout the nation 
increased 800 per cent; this has 
meant the doubling of relief each 
year over the year before. As a re- 
sult, total expenditures for relief 
approximated $1,000,000,000. 

“Reports for the first two months 
of 1933 show an additional 500 per 
cent increase over corresponding 
months of 1929. This forecasts an 
increase for the current year of 
1300 per cent above normal relief 
expenditures. 

Millions Under-Employed. 

“These vast expenditures are now 
caring for 4,000,000 families already 
on the relief lists. 
families are daily being increased 
from the ranks of the 13,000,000 un- 
employed and the millions of oth- 
ers under-employed. 

“After four years of the depres- 
sion each day and hour the _re- 
sources of the unemployed give out 
utterly in increasing numbers. This 
accounts for the annual doubling of 
relief costs in this country and fore- 
casts an increasing rapid rise as the 
depression drags on. 

“Municipalities and states have 
struggled to care for these constant- 
ly increasing numbers of their own 
citizens out of their rapidly decreas- 
ing tax receipts. But state and local 
tax systems at their best were not 
devised to provide for the increase 
of expenditures in any field at the 
rate of 1300 per cent in four years.” 

$250,000,000 in Direct Aid. 

The report said $250,000,000 would 
be advanced by the Federal Gov- 
ernment on the basis of one Fed- 
eral dollar to three dollars provided 
for relief by the states and polit- 
ical subdivisions, and $250,000,000 
would be used in direct gifts to the 
states. The money will be raised 
by the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation by the issuance of obli- 
gations, and will be administered by 
a Federal relief administrator. The 
measure is to be considered by the 
House tomorrow. 

Republicans in the committee, 
headed by Representative Luce 
(Rep.), Massachusetts, who oppose 
the outright grant and favor loan- 
ing the money, are preparing to 
file a minority report. 

Representative Busby of. Missis- 
sippi, the only Democrat who voted 
against the bill, said he had not 
decided whether to fide a minority 
report. 

“I am not willing to commit the 
Government to that sort of a broad 
dole policy,” Busby asserted. “We 
should continue as we have been 
doing—lend the money to the states 
and require an accounting whether 
it is ever paid back or not.”

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A GROUP HOSPITALIZATION PLAN. 

The problem of medical costs has caused much 
discussion recently, and has produced numerous pro- 
posals to bring adequate service within the reach of 
limited purses. The American Hospital Association 
now issues, through its Council on Community Rela- 
tions and Administrative Practice (composed chiefly 
of physicians), a plan for group hospitalization that 
has much to commend it. Since hospital fees often 
cause a sudden and damaging, shock to the family 
budget, it is proposed that they be met by advance 
payments, on the order of insurance. It is estimated 
that payments as low as $6 to $12 a year each, if 
made by groups of persons, would provide for ade- 
quate hospital care in case of illness, a few ailments 
being excluded and the hospital stay limited to three 
weeks a year. Many individuals would welcome such 
a plan, and physicians would benefit as well, for the 
patient, with no hospital bill to meet, could pay his 
doctor more easily. Under the plan, hospitals would 
make no profit, but they would receive an income that 
in many cases would eliminate losses from idle facili- 
ties. Similar plans now are in use in several. Americgn 
cities, and have been extended to 6,000,000 —2 
England. Medical men in such suggestions are going 
far to help the public solve its medico-economic 
problem. : ;

England has answered the trial of the Bri 
engineers in Moscow on charges of espionage and 
sabotage with an embargo which will shut out 80 
per cent of Russian imports, a volume of business 
estimated at $33,000,000 annually.

The charge of sabotage was sustained in the evi- 
dence, as reported, though it was not apparent that 
the structural defects, concealed through bribery and 
collusion, were serious or that the work of installa- 
tion had been expensively delayed. But, if the re- 
ports were correct and the trial was fairly conducted, 
there can be no doubt that there was a grave breach 
of business faith. The plea of guilt is itself proof 
of that fact, assuming MacDonald to have been a 
competent witness. It seems fair to say, too, that 
Thornton’s retraction of his confession was not con- 
vincing and his bearing throughout the trial left an 
unfavorable impression. 

We shall presently hear more about the affair, 
presumably, when the exiled Englishmen reach home. 
They may be able to tell a different and better story. 
It is up to them to do it. Meantime, in the light of 
the facts and circumstances as known, offenses had 
been committed which would have brought those 
British engineers before the law in any country.

$2000 in Produce Grown. 

The community garden on Good- 
fellow boulevard ‘was operated with 
success last year when 450 garden 
plots produced vegetables valued at 
$12,000, about $4500 more than the 
cost of its operation. 

W. 8. Tayloe, former county farm 
agent, is again superintendent of 
the garden. Seed, equipment and 
skilled advice are supplied to the 
gardeners without charge. The suc- 
cess of the gardens, as plots are 
small, is largely dependent on rota- 
tion of crops and constant cultiva- 
tion. The men are now engaged in 
planting potatoes, onions, spinach, 
cabbage, mustard, turnips, lettuce 
and radishes. 

As an example of what can be 
done on a small plot Tayloe has 
held up to the gardeners this year 
the record set last year by Smiley 
Jackson, unemployed Negro. On 
his plot Jackson raised 303 pounds 
of cabbage, 376 pounds of potatoes, 
66 pounds of carrots, 24 dozen pep- 
pers, 56 pounds of pole beans, 619 
pounds of tomatoes, four dozen 
ears of corn, 207 pounds of sweet 
potatoes, 50 dozen radishes, 136 
pounds of lettuce, 36 pounds of 
spinach, 275 pounds of turnips, 130 
bunches of spring turnips, 153 
pounds of Swiss chard and 77 
pounds of beets. 


Men Transported in Trucks. 

About 75 men are transported in 
trucks each day to the Bureau for 
Homeless Men garden. For each 
day’s work they receive 25 cents in 
cash and a credit of $3 against food 
and lodging provided for them by 
the bureau. Each man helped by 
the bureau is expected to spend 
about two days a month at the gar- 
den. 

G. Myron Gwinner, secretary of 
the bureau, estimated this year’s 
crops would have a value of about

Annual — of City Li- 
cense Collector Shows 
Total of $702,929,000 
Against $910,389,000. 


A decrease of 23.7 per cent in 
dollar value of sales by merchants 
and manufacturers for the year 
ended last June 1 is shown in the 
annual report of License Collector, 
Chapman, issued today. The sales. 
for the’ 12-month period totaled 
$702,929,000, as against $910,389,000 
in the preceding year, a decrease of 
$207,460,000. 

Stocks reported on hand as of 
June 1, last, were valued at $83,- 
'176,600, a decrease of $15,717,300, or 
15 per cent, from the total of $98,- 
893,900 reported on hand June 1, 
1931. The decrease was due to low- 
er prices as well as-smaller inven- 
tories. 

Loss in salés reflected a condi- 
tion which began about three years 
ago. The percentage loss was 2.7 
per cent larger than the loss shown 
in the previous annual report of 
the Collector. 

Merchants reported sales for the 
12-month period ended last June 1 
of $378,806,000, a decrease of $86,- 
691,000, while manufacturers report- 
ed sales of $324,123,000, a decrease 
of $120,769,000. Merchants’ stocks 
on hand last June 1 totaled $37,641,- 
400, a decrease of $7,766,000. Manu- 
facturers’ stocks totaled $45,535,200, 
a decrease of $7,951,300. 

Gasoline Tax Aids City. 
The tax on merchants’ stocks and 
sales for the city’s fiscal year 
énded April 11 totaled $867,602, a 


decrease of $182,751 from the pre 


vious year’s taxes. Taxes on manu- 
facturers’ stocks and sales de- 
creaséd $217,380 to $907,693. A tax 
of $1 is assessed for each $1000 in 
sales and a tax of $12.80 is assessed 
for each $1000 worth of stock. The 
total decrease in taxes paid the city 
by merchants and manufacturers 
was $400,132, or about 19 per cent. 

The total collections by Chap- 
man’s office during the period of 
his report amounted. to $3,607,268, a 
decrease of $151,466.) The compara- 
tively small decrease in total collec- 
tions was due chiefly to an increase 
of $447,663 collected in gasoline 
taxes. These collections aggregated 
$919,664 as against $472,001 for the 
precéding 12 months. Between 
March 1, 1932, and March 1, 1933, 
the city tax was one cent instead 
of the usual tax of one-half cent. 
The additional tax was for relief 
purposes. A further factor in the 
small decréase was the special ef- 
fort to collect délinquent taxes. 

137,427 Licenses Issued. 

There were 137,427 licenses of all 
kinds issued during the last fiscal 
year, of which 98,872 were for au- 
tomobiles. The collections on auto- 
mobile licenses totaled $449,543, a 
decrease of $147,393. 

A eontinued decline in street car 
traffic was shown in the decrease 
of $36,741 in the mill tax on passen- 
gers carried. The total tax collect- 
ed was $128,599, as against $165,341 
in the preceding 12 months. The 
tax is one-tenth of 1 cent on each 
passenger. 

The 3 per cent tax on bus re- 
ceipts yielded $67,549, compared 
with $71,314 in the preceding fiscal 
year.

FRENCH IDEAS ON 
DEBT SETTLEMENT

S. S. ILE DE FRANCE, EN- 
ROUTE TO NEW YORK, April 20. 
—Informal speculation in the party 
of former Premier Edouard Herriot, 
enroute to the economic confer 
ences at Washington yesterday in- 
cluded a figure between $800,000,000 
and $1,000,000,000 as a possible lump 
sum payment that France might 
offer to make in settlement of the 
American debt. The day for final 
settlement of the debt by one pay- 
ment is now said to be the favorite 
idea of the French Government. 

In preparing a proposition to be 
made to President Roosevelt on the 
basis of a himp sum clearance, it 
is necessary first to know what fig- 
ure would obtain the support of a 
majority of the French chamber. 
Former Premier Tardieu is report- 
ed to be the key man who can 
make or smash any scheme for 
debt settlement. 

Tardieu, it is said, was willing to 
make the December payment which 
Herriot demanded, but threw his 
parliamentary group against it 
when his allies decided the ques- 
tion must be used to oust Herriot 
from the premiérship. 

Herriot is surrounded by political 
enemies, even aboard ship. His ac- 
companying experts were chosen 
largely from groups hostile.to his 
policies.

“I would bring back the saloon; 
it would put beer back into poli- 
tics; it would force the courts into 
the beer business” and “delay ‘any 
taxation on beer and give the brew- 
ers more time to clean up.” 

The bill, he added, also is un- 
constitutional, including the two 
subjects of beer regulation and tax- 
ation in the same measure in defi- 
ance of the State’s basic laws. 

Originally advocating licensing 
by the State Alcohol Permit Board 
and the Department of Revenue, 
the Governor recently offered to 
compromise by placing the licens- 
ing authority in county treasurers. 

Last night he renewed his de- 
mand for a tax of $248 a barrel 
on beer, double the Spwers-Conner 
proposal. 

In his veto message, he asserted 
the State is losing $10,000 a day 
revenue (on a $1.24 basis) and that 
authors of the measure “deliberate- 
ly played for delay, possibly drawn 
out through months of litigation” 
to prolong “the golden harvest of 
the brewers.”

ROOSEVELT UGRES BIG SLASH 
IN INDEPENDENT OFFICES BILL 


Asks Congress to Cut $468,000,000 


Out of Pending $1,083,000,000 
Measure.

WASHINGTON, April 20. — A 
$468,407,600 slash below the $1,083,- 
567,500 figure approved by Con- 
gress last session was recommend- 
ed by President Roosevelt today 
for operating the Government's in- 
dependent éxecutive agencies, in- 
cluding the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion, during the next fiscal year. 

The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, which took the estimates 
under consideration, said pensions 
to veterans “have been reduced 
about 360 million (from $945,988,- 
634). In addition, the cost of ad- 
ministration of the veterans’ ~ad- 
ministration has been reduced $33,- 
000,000, and it was found that the 
provision for loans on adjusted 
service certificates could be re- 
duced by another 50 million and 
still provide for the probable re- 
quirement for this purpose.” °

BERLIN, April 20—With all 

Germany celebrating Chancellor 


Hitler's forty-fourth birthday to- 
day, the National Grand Lodge an- 


j}nounced that all lodges of Free 


Masons would be reorganized “on 
a purely Christian basis” into the 
“National Christian. Order of 
Frederick the Great.” Jews will 
be -cluded; the Old Testament 
lore of Masonry will be dropped. 
The Masonic tradition in Ger- 
many thus swept away is almost 


200 years old, the first lodge having 
been established in 1737. The title 
“Free Mascn” will be retained for 
a time, as will ritual based on the 
Old Testament, but it was decided 
that these are likely to disappear 
later. Berlin’s “grandmother lodge 
of three worlds” was founded — 
Frederick the Grer*t 

Statement by Grand Lodge. 


The Grand Lodge statement said: 

“For 200 years the lodge has pro- 
tected its Christian groundwork 
and denied Jews entrance to lodges 
(affiliated with it). In order to 
avoid all misunderstandings, the 
grandmother lodge has dropped the 
name Free Mason. 

“Therefore, the lodge will be 
named the National Christian Or- 
der of Frederick the Great. . Loy- 
alty to its old connections and to 
the old bonds with the Hohenzol- 
lerns shall be the duty of the new 
lodge. 

“The name Free Mason as well 
as the rituals based on the Old 
Testament, because of their faith- 
ful service and in reverence to 
Frederick the Great, will tempo- 
rarily be retained. 

“So that the grandmother lodge 
will not be confused with other 
non-Christian lodge formations, the 
grandmother lodge has ordered re- 
organization.” 

The number of Free Masons in

, Hitler’s Birthday Celebration. 


In celebration of Hitler’s birth- 
day cities were liberally draped 
with flags, even to the busses and 
street cars. Berlin police, with Na- 
tional Socialist storm troops and 
steel helmet detachments paraded 
along Under den Linden. Special 
services were held in the Protes- 
tant Cathedral and a matinee con- 
cert was held in the State opera, 
house. 

Hitler portraits and busts were in 
shop windows. Thousands of 
street hawkers did a brisk busi- 
ness selling Hitler’s favorite flow- 
er, the edelweiss, for charity. 

The Prussian Ministry of Educa- 
tion decreed in honor of the birth- 
day that all disciplinary penalties, 
or “flunkings,” incurred by stu- 
dents as a consequence of having 
“devoted themselves to the fur- 
therance of nationalistic aims shall 
be revoked and such students shall 
be given “preferential treatment.” 

Chancellor Hitler spent the day 
in the seclusion of his country 
home near Berchtesgaden, Ba- 
varia, where numerous messages, 
presents of flowers, food and 
drink, Easter eggs, dainties and 
even lumps of sugar for his dogs 
accumulated. 

Among the well-wishers were 
President Von Hindenburg, mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, the German 
Officers’ League, which sent warm 
professions of allegiance, and com- 
mander Howard Bealf of the Sal- 
vation Army. 

In Munich, the day was ushered 
in with flurries of snow but thou- 
sands attended public concerts. 


Nazi-Communist Clash. 


Ottweiler, in the Saar region, 
named the President and Chancel- 
lor honorary citizens, after which 
National Socialists and Commun- 
ists had a fight. Police dispersed 
the Communists. 

The Bavarian Government con- 
ferred honorary citizenship on the 
President, the Chancellor, Gen. Von 
Epp, the new National Socialist 
Governor of Bavaria, and Capt. 
Roehm, head of the National So- 
cialist storm troops in. Bavaria in 
recognition of their services for 
national “regeneration.” 

Mass meetings, parades and 
church services were held in many 
other cities and towns. 

At the cathedral service in Ber- 
lin, 12 National Socialist standard 
bearers marched to the altar with 
banners while the choir sang 
“Thus Far God Has Guided Us.” 
Pastor Richter preached from the 
text: “The Lord, thy God, is with 
-thee in all thou shalt do.”
